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PREFACE 


Baruch! Do you know this Baruch? 

You must read Baruch! 

—La Fontaine 

My aim in this bibliography has been to bring together, for the first time, 
citations to all of the books, book chapters or sections, dissertations, and 
scholarly papers on Spinoza in the English language, as well as citations to all 
translations of his works into English. 

Because every day of searching reveals new titles, I have no doubt that 
this bibliography falls short of achieving this objective. Nevertheless, it can 
claim certain strengths. Within its scope, it includes everything of any signifi¬ 
cance from earlier Spinoza bibliographies, thus spanning the literature in 
English from the late 17th century to the present. It corrects errors in many of 
these bibliographies. It organizes the literature alphabetically by author or 
editor, but not within arbitrary categories, as has often been done, so that works 
by the same person are finally presented together. Departing from an inexplica¬ 
ble and irksome scholarly convention, it includes the name of the publisher of 
the books cited, at least to the extent that time permitted gathering this informa¬ 
tion, thereby easing the burden on those who might actually want to obtain 
particular titles. Departing from another irksome convention, it also provides 
full titles of the journals cited, thereby sparing the user the nuisance of having 
to look up the abbreviations in still another list. Indeed, where time allowed, it 
restores other useful bibliographic information so diligently suppressed by 
earlier authors and bibliographers, and, beginning with references in the mid- 
19th century, it presents these full citations in a uniform style. Finally, in 
addition to including titles published since the last major bibliography, it cites 
dozens of books and articles hitherto overlooked, many of considerable interest 
and value. Conservatively counted, the total number of citations exceeds 2100, 
of which a substantial percentage appear for the first time. 
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Preparation of this bibliography involved, in the first instance, a careful 
review of standard published sources, beginning with Oko (1964), skipping back 
to Van der Linde’s 1871 Benedictus Spinoza Bibliografie (Nieuwkoop: B. de 
Graaf, 1961), and then working forward through the few references in J. te 
Winkel’s Catalogus van de boekerij der Vereeniging “Het Spinozahuis” (The 
Hague: Gebr. Belinfante, 1914) and J. M. M. Aler’s Catalogus van de 
bibliotheek der Vereniging Het Spinozahuis te Rijnsburg (Leiden: E. J. Brill, 
1965) to a variety of sometimes quite rich sources, such as M. Hertzberger’s 
catalogue of Prof. Wolf’s library (1950) and Van der Werf (1984). I also 
reviewed the citations in most of the major English-language books on Spinoza 
from Willis (1870) onward and in many of the dissertations on Spinoza in the 
last 25 years, in order to help ensure that no obviously relevant source used by 
these Spinoza scholars was left out of account. I then augmented these results 
by screening twenty or more computer databases and scanning hundreds of 
individual books in collections at several research universities and elsewhere. 

Throughout this process, I relied heavily on the uniquely valuable Oko 
bibliography. As any user can attest, however, this volume presents special 
difficulties, not only because it lacks an index and uses an idiosyncratic topical 
classification (which may help to explain why, among other problems, different 
editions of the same work sometimes appear under different headings), but also 
because Oko was apparently pursuing the will-o’-the-wisp of trying to capture 
everything that anyone had ever written about Spinoza. This led him to create 
entry cards on many publications that contain only one or two references to 
Spinoza, by his own reckoning. But including such works is manifestly absurd, 
since there is no end to it, and all such references (Oko’s and hundreds of others 
that could easily be specified) have been ignored here, unless they concern very 
early books and essays, in which Spinoza was rarely considered at length. If, 
however, Oko explicitly indicated the existence of “many” references to Spi¬ 
noza in a publication, and this publication was not one that I could locate and 
independently confirm, I have included it. These citations are always accompa¬ 
nied by a reference to the appropriate page in his bibliography. 

More generally, I have identified my sources in the following circum¬ 
stances (which account for perhaps 25 percent of the citations in this bibliography): 

• The document was published before 1850 or so. Though I have 
been able to confirm some of these citations, and thus in a few 
instances to add or correct bibliographic detail, it seemed 
appropriate in effect to thank the original bibliographer, with¬ 
out whom the document would almost surely have been 
missed. 
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• The publication is cited by only a single author or bibliogra¬ 
pher, and I was unable to locate a copy, for one reason or 
another. There are one or two interesting cases in the literature 
in which unpublished manuscripts have been cited. These, of 
course, have not been included here. But this bibliography 
recognizes that actual publications are often found and cited by 
just one Spinoza scholar, a somewhat saddening point which 
is amply and, I think, reliably established in Oko, Van der Werf, 
and other sources, including this one. 

• The title itself does not make it clear why the publication is 
relevant to the study of Spinoza. In nearly every case of this 
sort, a note accompanies the citation. If this note simply de¬ 
scribes what is included (e.g., a chapter on Spinoza), this 
typically means that I have examined the work myself. If the 
note includes a source reference (or consists solely of this 
reference), then I am relying on the source’s judgment as to the 
relevance of the work to the study of Spinoza. Oko’s citations 
and those in databases like Philosopher's Index are frequent 
examples here. 

• The citation (again, from only one source) could not be con¬ 
firmed, and it appeared worth including, but the citation itself 
is fragmentary or otherwise problematical. The highly flawed 
bibliography by Wetlesen (1968) provides innumerable exam¬ 
ples, a few of which I have adapted for use here. 

Where no source reference is given for a publication, I have usually either 
confirmed the details directly or been able to construct a satisfactory citation by 
integrating details from several different authors’ citations to the same docu¬ 
ment. 


Excluded here are novels and other works of fiction, newspaper articles, 
book reviews (unless they are of substantial length), Masters’ theses, undergrad¬ 
uate prize essays, and, with rare exceptions, encyclopedia articles, pamphlets or 
collections of pamphlets, magazine articles, and books of readings that contain 
selections from Spinoza. 

My decision to admit publications with “many” references to Spinoza 
proved difficult to follow with any rigor; I certainly had no absolute rule. 
Obviously, historians like Paulsen and Windelband, whose orientation tends to 
be more thematic than chronological, but whose discussion of Spinoza is 
insightful, deserve a place. Similarly, the survey edited by Wiener, an uncon- 
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ventional encyclopedia that abounds with references, had to be cited. And a 
number of specialized studies, like Rome on Malebranche, Wilson on Leibniz, 
Redwood on the Enlightenment in England, Merz on nineteenth century 
thought, Sontag on philosophical theology, Collingwood on method, Robinson 
on definition, and others, all of which mention Spinoza often but seldom discuss 
him at any length, are reasonable additions. But, again, there is virtually no end 
to these publications. Arbitrarily, a line had to be drawn — and so it was—so that 
the primary focus could remain on publications devoted entirely or in some 
sustained or otherwise important way to Spinoza. 

The order of presentation in the “Works” section beginning on p. 1 is 
chronological within the categories used, by date of the publication or edition 
actually cited. The order of presentation in the “Commentaries” section begin¬ 
ning on p. 9 is as follows. Works not attributed to an author or editor precede 
all others and are listed chronologically. Then, by name of individual, books 
and other self-contained publications precede articles; edited, co-authored or 
co-edited works are presented last. In each category, earlier publications precede 
later ones. 

As will be noted, this bibliography is rather thoroughly cross-referenced, 
especially when it comes to anthologies. If the anthology contains only one or 
two relevant chapters, a full citation is provided for each in the accompanying 
note and then repeated under the author’s name. If the anthology includes many 
papers, the authors of contributions in English are listed alphabetically in the 
note and the full citation is given only at the author’s name. To avoid separate 
citations to those papers by a single author which seemingly form a set of 
Chinese boxes, something of the publication history is given at the point where 
the paper appeared finally to come to rest. For this reason, among others, entries 
in this bibliography are not numbered. 

Finally, because this bibliography was undertaken as a guide to research 
rather than to collecting, the last or apparently most complete edition of a 
publication has almost always been preferred to the first, when there was a 
choice. But I have not attempted seriously to track down every reprint or edition. 
In the case of books, Spinoza studies have benefited greatly in recent years from 
remarkably vigorous reprinting efforts, sometimes by the most obscure publish¬ 
ers. One practical consequence is that a current guide like Books in Print or 
Philosopher's Index needs to be consulted to determine the availability of 
particular titles. In many cases, I have indicated that a dissertation or a book 
reprint may be obtained from University Microfilms International (UMI) in Ann 
Arbor, Michigan, which should be helpful to some users. I have also indicated 
the accession number of abstracts in electronic databases, such as the 
Philosopher's Index, Historical Abstracts, and others. This number identifies 
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the abstract in the underlying data service, and can be used for ordering 
photocopies; in the case of Philosopher’s Index, for example, this is DIALOG 
Information Services in Palo Alto, California. 

I plan to compile another edition of this bibliography in a few years. I 
would be glad, therefore, to hear from users about any errors of omission or 
commission in the historical record to this point, as well as about any new and 
forthcoming publications. 

For the moment, I would like to thank the several Spinoza scholars who 
reviewed various drafts of this manuscript and provided encouragement. Special 
thanks are owed to Manfred Walther, who not only shared his work and offered 
specific additions and corrections to mine, but also kindly helped to ensure that 
certain studies by others then on the verge of publication would be included 
here.
